Dr. V. IL Manning, acting head of 
the American petroleum institution, 
emphasized the importance of the oil 
situation today in an exclusive inter­ 
view with the United Press. 
Manning who was formerly direct­ 
or of the Bureau of Mines, is now In 
charge of the foreign relations di­ 
vision of the institution. 
"The oil problem of the future will 
not hp the folding of markets hut of 
Anding sources of supplies," Manning 
said. 
it is certain that the United States 
will have to obtain a considerable por­ 
tion of its supply from outside terri­ 
tories. 


It is of supreme consequence there­ 
fore that there Ice an "open door" pol­ 
icy throughout the world. 
Neither the United States govern­ 
ment nor the* American people have 
asked for a monopoly or for any priv­ 
ilege that would undo the seeurity of 
other people.
